can be used just as beneficially in the uther 
way. - Turn your whole ‘will power into 
convincing yourself that you will sleep in 
spite of everything~-keep at this, and it 
will prove the greatest help. 

Everyone has heard of “counting sheep 
jumping a fence” ay a cure for sleepless: | 
ness, and it is an extremely good one. 
Think of all the sleepy thingy possible, 
auch us the tick of a clock, the towing of 
water. ‘or the old story of the locust and 
the grain, Physical exercise, auch as lying 
on the back, lifting first one hand and then 
the other, taking twenty» inspirations, 
opening the eyes when inhaling, and closing 
them when exhaling, raising the arm and 
holding it 8 leng ns possible, and various 
other simple things of this order will free 
quently so weary both mind and body that 
sleep will follow.
